Domestic Servants ia India. 
(By a Lady Contributor) 

Possibly sume uf your readers may be in- 
terested in the following notes on tho cast 
of tho servants in an English household in 
Behar. One is so apt to think of enste as 
confining the members of each of its divi 
sions to certain hereditary trades or work, 
that-perhaps foreigners will be surprised to 
find how-considerable is the variety of oc- 
cupations followed by men who are caste- 
fellows. ee 

1, Brahmins, We have our messenger 
(chaprasi) belonging to this caste. Ho bas 
the title of * Dabé,’ i: ¢., one who has read. 
two books of the Vedas, but he boars it 
only by hereditary right or courtesy, as his 
knowledge extonds ouly to reading Hindi 
and writing in Nagari.. Tt is interesting, 
however, that be has placed his son with a 
pandit (teacher) in order that he may learn. 
Sanserit and study his two Vedas as his 
grandfather did. 

2. Rewnni Kahars. 
an agricultural class ; now its menibers lave 
added iwany other occupations to their no- 
minal one of cultivators. It is, amongét 
lower castes, a highly respectable one: To

our household there are five Hawani Kae. 


Kura: three bearers, a chapritae ania gate- 
keeper. Bearers arc.important servants in 
a house, and it isnot too much tu suy that 
the head bearer-gives the tone of respect- 
ability or the revorse to the whole domestic 
equipage. If I mention soniv of the varied 
duties of our bearers it will be soen that 
they are certainly not restricted to any nar- 
row set of duties by their caste, They tuke 
charge of everything within the house :— 
furniture, books, wine, stores, linen. “They 
have charge of their master's cluthes (not 
alight task in a country so infested by in- 
sects as India) and act as valets to him. 
Thoy trim lamps and dust furniture ; they 
act as escort to the children when walking 
or riding, One of ours has in ancecssion 
taken care of the last baby in so far that he 
always propares its food, and takes.it out to 
‘cab the air, ‘und is its special comforter 
in all its troubles. They will hand wine 
and biscuits, indeed anything but beef 
and eggs, and if any member of the family 
is condemned to a ‘ three times a day’ tonic 
they will rigorously present it at the ap- 
pointed time. They buy the food for the 
horses and serve it out daily to the grovins. 
They keep the billiard table in order and 
act as markers. . They are the. channel of 
communication with lower servants, gad ex- 
ercise some authority over them. Most 
Englishmen keep their bearers year after 
year in their service, and. regard parting 
with. them as a secions inconvenience and 
source of regret. Tho’ bearers in a house 
are ‘usually ‘rolated: ta cach other,’ and 
one’s old. bearer. not. unfroquently brings 
his son. or “his son-in-law to learn hia 
work, under him. Our bearerd aro all 
fairly educated ; they sll resd Hindi and 
write'in ‘Nagari characters s they can keep 
socounts ; one feads Persian and another 


| Bengali. ‘The duties of a messenger. are 


not so varied as these of a bearer, Ho de- 
livers letters, reoaives visitors’ cards, aud 
has little else to do if his master's work liea 
athome.

Agto English orders, they 
aro scarcely ever conferred upon any ono 
outside the aristocracy, the army and the 
diplomatic circle. Civil servants, learned 
men, writers, und artists scarcely ever get 
them’; and, with the exception of a few 
sovereigns, who are Knights of the’ Most 
Noble Order of the Garter, thero sro 
very few foreignors who possess English 
decorations, :
